M E X I C O C IT Y , May 24.— Immed­ 
iate withdrawal of the American 
troops is demanded in a de facto 
note which has been dispatched to 
Washington. 
W ar with the United States is not 
wanted, the note says, but the Mex­ 
icans are ready for war rather than 
to have their national honor and 
sovereignty trampled upon. 
More American troops are cross­ 
ing the border, the note says that 
the de facto 
government 
is 
in­ 
formed. 
The movement is looked 
upon more as a violation of nation­ 
al sovereignty, rather than 
as 
a 
mere punitive expedition, the note 
says. 
Two thousand students have as­ 
sured General Carranza of 
their 
support in case of foreign invasion. 
Carranza informed the students 
that the difficulty with the United 
States was a diplomatic matter and 
that pending its solution he was un­ 
able to discuss it. 
He said, however, that a note was 
being sent to Washington and that 
on the reply of the United States 
government to this note depended 
the final outcome.
